Agassiz on Darwinism.

Professor Agassiz, in the last lecture of his re- -

cent course at the Museum of Comparative Zool- -
ogy, in camDridge, gave his views on the Uarwin- -
ian theory with more plainness than ever before.

r Tn Clie WUIUUbU l.uab U Jl u, i l.UllVlviXXV;C7, ill
certain 6tages of growth, between difTerent spe-- ;
cies, is no proof that one has been developed out
of another. On this point he speaks as follows :

We see that fishes are lowest, that reptiles are
higher, that birds have a superior organization to
both, and that mammals, with man at their head,
are highest. The phases of development which a
quadruped undergoes, in his embryonic growth,
recall this gradation. He has a fish-lik- e, a rep
tile-lik-e stage before he shows unmistabable mamm-

al-like features. We do not on this account
suppose a quadruped grows out of a fish in our
time, for this simple reason, that we live among
quadrupeds aud fishes, and we know that no such
thing takes place.
